This report of investigation concerns an alleged violation of Chapter 112, Part III, Florida 
Statutes, or other breach of public trust under provisions of Article II, Section 8, Florida 
Constitution. The Report and any exhibits may be confidential (exempt from the public 
records law) pursuant to Section 112.324, Florida Statutes, and Chapter 34-5, F.A.C., the 
rules of the Commission on Ethics. Unless the Respondent has waived the confidentiality in 
writing, this report will remain confidential until one of the following occurs: (1) the 
complaint is dismissed by the Commission; (2) the Commission finds sufficient evidence to 
order a public hearing; or (3) the Commission orders a public report as a final disposition of 
the matter. 
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REPORT OF INVESTIGATION 
COMPLAINT NO. 12-258 



(1) Mr. Eugene H. Benson of Vero Beach alleges that Mr. J. D. Alexander, while serving as a 
member of the Florida Senate violated the Code of Ethics for Public Officers and Employees. It is 
alleged that the Respondent failed to provide a description or location of an "undeveloped lot" he 
listed as an asset on his 201 1 CE Form 6, Full and Public Disclosure of Financial Interests. 

(2) The Executive Director of the Commission on Ethics determined that based upon the 
information provided in the complaint, the allegation is sufficient to warrant a preliminary 
investigation to determine whether there is probable cause to believe the Respondent violated Article 
II, Section 8, Florida Constitution (Financial Disclosure). 

(3) The Respondent's 20 1 1 CE Form 6, appended as Exhibit A, reflects that on an attachment to 
the form, under the heading "Part B-Assets worth more than $ 1 ,000," and sub-heading "Description 
of Asset" (page three of Exhibit A), the Respondent reported an "undeveloped lot" valued at 
$322,740. No further description of the lot in question was provided. 

(4) The investigation revealed that the Respondent served as a member of the Florida Senate 
from 2002 through 2012. 

(5) The Polk County Property Appraiser's Internet website reflects that the Respondent and his 
wife, Cynthia Alexander, own a 3.28 acre undeveloped lot located at Tower Boulevard in the 
"Mountain Lake" area of Lake Wales. For 201 1, the Property Appraiser valued the property at 
$322,740, which is the exact value reported for the "undeveloped lot" on the Respondent's 20 1 1 CE 
Form 6. 

(6) The Respondent acknowledged by telephone that the above-referenced real property is the 
"undeveloped lot" that he disclosed as an asset under Part B of his 201 1 CE Form 6. Noting this 
investigator's apparent ease in identifying the lot in question, Former Senator Alexander opined that 
he provided a sufficient description of the property on his CE Form 6 and he does not believe his 
failure to provide further description of the property violated Article II, Section 8, Florida 
Constitution. He noted that his accountant/bookkeeper completed the form, and he personally 
reviewed it and submitted it to Mr. Craig Meyer, the then Senate General Counsel, for final review. 
He said that Mr. Meyer "approved" the form before he (the Respondent) filed it with the Commission 

on Ethics. He concluded, "I relied on Senate Counsel's review I don't know what else to do [in 

such situations]." 

(7) Mr. Meyer confirmed by telephone that he formerly served as co-General Counsel for the 
Florida Senate. Mr. Meyer acknowledged that he "looked at" the Respondent's 201 1 CE Form 6, 
although he could not specifically recall having told the Respondent that the form was accurately and

properly completed. Mr. Meyer concluded, "I know where that lot is so it might not have occurred to 
me [to suggest that he provide more detail regarding its description]. I, or we, just missed it." 

(8) Subsequent to having been interviewed relative to this matter, the Respondent filed a CE 
Form 6X, Amendment to Full and Public Disclosure of Financial Interests, on which he identified 
the lot in question as "Undeveloped lot in Mountain Lake, Polk County parcel 
#272922866300008070."
